1. THERE HAS BEEN NO VISIBLE FORWARD MOVEMENT TOWARD SECURITY 
COUNCIL ACTION TO CONSIDER SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR CYPRUS PEACE 
CONFERENCE. WE ARE TOLD NON-ALIGNED MEETING EXPECTED TODAY HAS 
BEEN DEFERRED TO AUGUST 27. OPI PRESS SPOKESMAN AT NOON AUGUST 
26 SAID SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT MALIK (USSR) HAD INFORMED HIM 
"CONSULTATIONS ARE CONTINUING." 

2. MALIK WILL RESUME FORMAL CONSULTATIONS AUGUST 27 BUT GENERAL 
EXPECTATION IS THAT LITTLE IS LIKELY TO HAPPEN BEFORE AUG 28, 

WHEN WALDHEIM EXPECTED TO BE BACK FROM MEDITERRANEAN. 

3. WE ARE ALERT FOR INDICATIONS THAT SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR 
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CONFERENCE MAY BE OVERSHADOWED BY UNFICYP QUESTIONS WHEN 
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CONSULTATIONS ARE IN FACT RESUMED. SECURITY COUNCIL 
DISCUSSION OF ALTERATION OF UNFICYP MANDATE WOULD, OF 
COURSE, RISK TURNING INTO DISCUSSION OF ENLARGEMENT AND COM- 
POSITION OF UNFICYP.
